MAINLAND MURDER. 


Inquest Held at | 
Kowloon,

The murder of a’ young Chinese 
Chau Tat-shing, at Shamshuipo 
early this month was’ recalled at 
the Kowloon Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon, when Mr, Fraser, sitting 
as Coroner, held an‘inquest. Chau 
was found in the early hours of the 
morning of April 3 on the second 
Noor of 63 Laichikok Road ‘with 
severe stab wounds all ' over his 
body. me : 

The jury empanelled consisted of 
Messrs, S. Bolton (foreman), M. N. 
Rakusen and J. M. Refs. 


The Coroner said the deceased 
Was a man of means and owned 
some property in the Colony, It 
was his practice to go yound. col- 
lecting rents.

intention, 
the result that his wife and mother 
and other members of the family 
became anxious, and a search waa 
made for him. He was finally 
fcund dead, having been stabbed 
and left lying in a pool of blood 
on the second floor of the house in 
question, which at that time, was 
uccupied by three men.
